Claim 1 . (Twice Amended) A method of obtaining a module including at least one 
inductive winding made up of a plurality of aligned modular printed circuit fihn elements that 
are combined to form the at least one inductive winding, which method includes the following 
steps: 

- forming a stacked assembly by stacking the plurality of aligned modular printed circuit 
film elements, each of the plurality of modular printed circuit fihn elements carrying a set of
